— The  chief  Industries  carried  on  in  this  Area 
are  coal-mining  and  its  subsidiary  industries,  also  steel  manufac- 
turing. There  are  also  several  stone  quarries  and  brick  works.

SECTION  “C  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
1.  Water  Supplies 

Complaints  are  received  during  the  course  of  the  year  from 
various  parts  of  the  area  with  regard  to  the  quantity  and  quality 
of  the  water  supplied.  The  parts  which  seem  to  be  affected  parti- 
cularly are  Hill  Street,  Priory  Street,  Woodview  Road  and  those 
situated  on  the  higher  levels. 

This  important  matter  has  been  discussed  many  times  by  the 
Council,  but  it'  appears  that  the  real  reason  for  the  trouble  is  due 
to  the  fact  that  the  Abertillery  and  District  Water  Board  is  unable 
to  obtain  the  necessary  amount  of  water  to  satisfy  the  needs  of 
the  whole  area. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  every-  effort  will  be  made  to  ensure  that 
in  the  very  near  future  all  parts  of  the  district  will  be  supplied 
with  an  adequate  and  pure  supply  of  water. 


2.  Drains  and  Sewerage 

There  has  been  no  important  extensions  to  the  sewerage  and 
drainage  system  of  the  District  during  the  year. 

3.  Rivers  and  Streams 

No  action  was  taken  to  check  the  pollution  of  rivers  and 
streams  in  the  area  during  the  year. 

4.  Closet  Accommodation 

Particulars  will  be  found  in  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report. 

5.  Public  Cleansing 

There  were  no  extensions  or  improvements  during  the  year 
in  the  arrangements  for  public  cleansing. 

6.  Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area

There  is  one  open-air  Swimming  Pool  owned  by  the  Council. 
This  Pool  is  used  to  a great  extent  and  is  conducted  in  a very 
satisfactory  manner. 

10.  Camping  Sites 

There  are  no  camping  sites  in  this  area. 

11.  Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs 

20  houses  were  found  to  be  infested  with  bugs.  In  each  case 
complete  eradication  was  effected.  All  cracks,  crevices,  woodwork, 
etc.,  were  treated  with  the  blow  lamp  and  then  sprayed  with 
Zaldecide. 

12.  Schools 

The  Schools  in  the  district  were  visited  during  the  year  and 
when  defects  were  found  they  were  reported  to  the  Education 
Authority.

Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  Rodent  Control  Schemes  £ 

During  the  past  year  the  Rodent  Control  Operative  has  been 
very  active  in  carrying  out  treatments  of  infested  premises  as 
prescribed  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries.  345 
private  and  37  business  premises,  of  all  descriptions,  were  dealt 
with  and  very  satisfactory  results  were  obtained.  In  addition  the 
Pontywain  refuse  tip  was  baited  on  three  occasions. 

The  method  of  baiting  consists  of  prebaiting  on  four  conse- 
cutive days,  poisoning  on  the  fifth,  and  the  poison . left  and  any 
dead  bodies  are  picked  up  on  the  sixth  day. 

Two  maintenance  treatments  of  the  sewer  manholes  were 
carried  out  during  the  year.  The  treatment  consists  of  baiting 
on  two  days  and  poisoning  on  the  third  day. 

From  past  experience  I can  say  that  the  sewer  treatments 
have  the  effect  of  keeping  the  degree  of  infestation  at  a safe  low 
level  and  this  has  a correspondingly  beneficial  effect  upon  the 
degree  and  severity  of  surface  infestations. 

I am  pleased  to  report  that  the  Rodent  Control  Operative  is 
most  enthusiastic  and  conscientious  and  is  doing  a most  important 
job  in  a very  praiseworthy  manner. 

A very  good  sign  too  is  the  growing  consciousness  of  this 
problem  amongst  the  general  public  and  we  find  that  apart  from 
the  infestations  found  during  routine  inspections,  people  are  be- 
coming! more  co-operative  in  quickly  reporting  complaints  of 
infestations  with  rats  and  mice. 


Milk  Supplies 

During  the  year  much  time  was  devoted  to  the  carrying  out 
of  the  legislation  contained  in  the  Milk  (Special  Designations) 
(Raw  Milk)  Regulations  1949,  The  Milk  (Special  Designations) 
(Pasteurised  and  Sterilised  Milk)  Regulations  1949,  and  the  Milk 
and  Dairies  Regulations  1949. 

The  Milk  - and  Dairies  Regulations  1949  make  a distinction 
between  dairy  farmers,  i.e.,  milk  producers,  and  milk  distributors, 
i.e.  persons  trading  from  premises  other  than  a dairy  farm,  and 
between  dairy  farms  and  other  premises  at  which  milk  is  handled. 

The  registration  of  dairy  farmers  and  dairy  farms  under  the 
Regulations  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries  and  the  registration  of  milk  distributors  and  other  dairy 


^Jk>remises  is  the  responsibility  of  local  authorities.  This  means 
that  Officers  of  Local  Authorities  no  longer  have  power  to  visit 
dairy  farms  to  inspect  conditions  under  which  milk  is  produced. 

During  the  year  42  samples  of  milk  were  taken  and  submitted 
to  the  laboratory  at  the  County  Hall  for  bacteriological  analysis. 
Of  these,  40  were  found  to  be  satisfactory,  but  the  remaining  two 
failed  to  pass  the  test  required. 

When  samples  of  raw  milk  are  found  to  be  unsatisfactory, 
copies  of  the  reports  are  forwarded  to  the  Milk  Production  Officer 
of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  so  that  the  farms 
producing  the  milk  can  be  visited  with  a view  to  effecting  an 
improvement. 


Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations,  1947 

A great  deal  of  time  was  devoted  to  ensuring  that  manufac- 
turers and  retailers  of  ice  cream  complied  with  the  above-mentioned 
Regulations.  This  was  particularly  the  case  where  the  hot  mix 
method  of  manufacture  is  ifsed. 

This  method  means  that  after  the  ingredients  have  been  mixed 
the  mixture  shall  not  be  kept  for  morel  than  one  hour,  above  45 CF. 
before  being  raised  to  a temperature  of  not  less  than  150°F.  for 
30  minutes  or  160°F.  for  10  minutes.  It  shall  then,  within  1|  hours 
be  reduced  to  not  more  than  45 °F.  and  there  kept  until  freezing 
is  begun.  Ice  cream  must  not  be  sold  unless  kept  at  a temperature 
not  exceeding  28 °F. 

Twenty-seven  samples  of  ice  cream  were  taken  and  submitted 
to  the  laboratory  at  the  County  Hall  for  bacteriological  analysis. 

The  reports  on  the  samples  were  as  follows  : — 

Grade  1 — 13  : Grade  2 — 11  : Grade  3 — 1 : Grade  4 — 2. 


Infectious  Diseases 

Where  found  to  be  necessary,  all  cases  of  infectious  diseases 
were  promptly  visited  and  every  effort  made  to  trace  any  possible 
source  of  infection. 

Advice  as  to  the  precautions  necessary  to  be  taken  was  given 
to  the  householder.  Every  house  is  thoroughly  sprayed  or  fumi- 
gated when  the  Doctor  in  attendance  certifies  the  patient  to  be 
free  from  infection. 


Shops  Acts

The  shops  in  the  district  were  visited  periodically  in  order 
to  ensure  that  the  above-mentioned  Acts  are  being  complied  with. 

Whilst  carrying  out  food  inspection,  advantage  was  taken  to 
inspect  the  conditions  under  which  the  employees,  if  any,  are 
working. 

Particular  attention  was  paid  to  cleanliness,  sanitary  conven- 
iences and  their  condition,  washing  facilities,  and  as  to  whether 
seating  accommodation  was  provided  for  female  employees. 

With  regard  to  the  above-mentioned  matters,  I can  report 
that  these  requirements  are  being  observed  by  the  shopkeepers 
generally. 


Verminous  Premises 

During  routine  inspections  of  both  private  and  Council  pro- 
perties, care  is  taken  to  ascertain  any  infestation  with  vermin. 

Any  cases  which  are  found  in  this  way  and  those  which  are 
reported  by  tenants,  are  dealt  with  by  spraying  with  an  insecticide.
